Whether a Vcrjuyce made of this Fruit, either 
ground with Crabs, or Grapes, or if plentiful , afone, 
would not, being kept for fonie timeprove one of the 
bcft acid-aftringent Sawces, that Nature affords* 

A Relatim of a Child which remawed twenty fix years in 
the ^fMothers Belly, taken out of the Journal des Sca- 
vans ; being the Extract of a Letter written from To- 
loufe 2 2, June/<» the jimhorof Journal, by Monfieur 
Bayle, M.D. 

T Hc faid Author premifes , that there having been 
many different Reports of this matter; Monfieur 
Bayle took the pains togive an exad account, as well of the 
Infant, as of what accidents befell the Mother during her 
beingbigwithic. Taking alfo the Figure of the Infant, as ic 
was feen of the whole Town. 

Margaret MatheWy Wife of John Puget, Shearman, being 
with Child 1652. perceived about the end of the ninth 
Month of her bearing, fuch pains as Women ufually have, 
when about to fall in Labour. Her Waters alfo brake: 
but no Child follow’d. For the fpace of Twenty years, 
Ihe perceived this Child to ftir: with many troublcTom 
Symptoms accompanying. Which made her from time to 
time, to defire the Chirurgeon to open her Belly, and take 
out this grievous burthen. But for the fix la ft years, fiie 
perceived not the Child to move. Being lately fail’n fick, fije 
requefted theChirurgion to open her when file was dead. 
She died 18. June this year 1678. She was opened the 
next day, and a dead Child was found in her Belly, out of 
the Womb, no way joyned or faftened to it. The Head 
downward ; the Buttocks hanging toward the left fide 5, 
The Arms and Legs in the pofiure the Figure reprefent':. 
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All the back part of this Child was covered with the 
which was about two fingers thick, and fiuck 
hard rodivers parts of the Body of it, not to be feparated 
without a Knife; which being done, very little blood 
iflFued. This Infant weighed Eight pounds Haverdupoyfe, 
The Skull was brokeit into fevcral pieces* The Brain of 
the colour and confiftence of Oynrnsent of Rofes. The 
Flefliired, where the Omnium (luck, other parts whitifii, 
yellowifl], and fomewbat livid 5 except the Tongue, which 
had the natural foftnefsaud colour. All the inward Parts 
were difcolour’d with a blackifhnefs, except the Heart, 
which was red ; and withoutany ifiuing blood. 

The Forehead, Ears, Eyes and Nofe, were cover’d with 
a Callous fubftance, as thick as the breadth of a finger: 
which being taken away, the parts appeared, as in thcFi- 


gure. 

The Gums being cur, the Teeth appeared in the aduUnefs 
of tbofe in grown perfons.The Body had no bad fmelljthougb 
kept three days out of the Mothers Belly. The length of 
the Body from the Buttocks to the top of the Head, about 
11 Inches. The Mother died about the Sixty fourth year of 
her Age.
